CANADIAN ARCTIC 
AIR MAILS. 


Reach Into Far North 
' . Country. 


Air mail service to the mining 
scttlements “surrounding Great 
Bear Lake, due north of. Edmonton 
and partially within’ the Arctic 
Circle, will be established Jate in 
November by .authority of the 
Postmaster General of Canada, It 
was announced in Montreal. 

The route. over which the mail 


will be flown ‘extends about 600 
miles from Fort Resolution on the 
southern shores of Great Slave 
Lake, to Rue on the northern shore, 
and thence along the line of the 
Marian and .Cumsell Rivers to 
_ Labine Point and Hunter Bay, on 
Great Bear Lake. Commercial 
aviation companics have been 
carrying supplies over the route of 
the new line for 16 months, ; 
Great Bear Lake’ has recently 
developed rapidly as 4 mineral 
country, but lacks rail connections. 


DISCOVERY OF A NEW ELEMENT. 

When’ the neutron was discover- 
ed we were told that it consisted of 
an electron anda central proton 
more tightly packed together than 
they are in hydrogen.
